Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) attacks in the .Vghia Lo-Phong Tho area 
in early October 1951 were launched by the following DRV units: 

a. The 1L8 Regiment of the 312 Division, the 08 Regiment of the 308 
Division and the 15L Battalion of the 209 Regiment, 312 Division, 
led the attack on Nghia Lo. Qn 10 October the 88 Regiment with- 
drew to Phu Doan (105—12, 21—37) and the 15L Battalion withdrew 
to Phu Mihh (105-18, 21-29). 

b° Following an attack which destroyed Phong Tho 1 , the 165 Re gime nt 
of the 312 Division moved to the area northwest of Nghia Lo to 
engage the second detachment of French paratroopers sent to this 
region. ^ On 10 October the Regiment retired to Thanh Ba (105-09, 
21—25) . 

Although regular DRV units are now too widely dispersed to stage an 
immediate large-scale offensive, they are capable of l aunching several 
minor attacks in the following areas: 

a. Elements of the 316 Division are in a position to attack Phu 
tang Thuongc The Division headquarters staff left Dong Dang 
on 25 September and is now established in the Tam Dap Mountain 
area 0 The 888 Battalion of the 175 Regiment is now at Huu hang 
( 106—20 , 21—30) ; the 153 Battalion of the 174 Regiment is at 
Bo Ha (106-12, 21-27), Bac Giang Province* 

b* The 320 Division is concentrated in the Cho Bo-Hoa Binh area*

Laotian unit (hien Quan hao Viet) commanded by General Hoang Sam^o
